An  arrival  from  Vicksburg,  at  Cairo 
Saturday  evening,  brings  Ool.  John 
Riggin,  of  Gen.  Grant's  staff,  bearer  of 
dispatches  to  the  Government.  The 
news  is  highly  important. 

Port  Hudson  surrendered  uncondition- 
ally on  the  8th,  and  Gen.  Banki  took 
possession  on  the  9th. 

He  captured  the  entire  garrison,  about 
seven  thousand  men,  thirty  five  field 
pieces,  twenty-five  siege  guns  and  about 
ten  thousand  stand  of  small  arms. 

We  have  Major  General  Gardner, 
Brigadier  General  Beade,  and  Colonels 
Bteadman,  Miller,  Smith  and  one  or 
two  others  whose  names  are  not  known. 
At  latest  accounts,  Sherman  was  still 
pursuing  Johnston,  but  that  sagacious 
rebel  had  kept  out  of  his  way.
